FORMALLY RATIFIED 


BY ALLIES ON DEC. 1

kick up and down outside the big, 
heavy driving rod?" 
"They are part of the valve-nvo- 


chanlsm that opens atid closes the 
valves to let steam into the cylinders. 
To understand them, you must know 
what makes a locomotive run. 
"line engines of a locomotive are 


the big cylinders that you 
see on 
ea6h side Just below the boiler—right 
back'oC the -cowcatcher. 
Each'of 


thetie engines is a big cylinder, like 
one of the cylinders in an auto en- 
gine, and inside is a piston 
that is 
pushed back aird forth by steam as 
it is lot into one end or the other. 
To let the steam into one end and 
then'Into the other—back and forth 
—there Is a system oC valves 
just 


above tho cylinder. "When the engin- 
eer opens the throttle, tho steam goes 
through tho valve that is open, and 
pushes the piston one way; then that 
valve closes, the other opens, and 
the steam, pushes the piston back. 


"A piston rod, working 
through 


the end of tho 
cylinder, 
and 
the 
heavy drive rods cause the big drive 
wheels to turn as the piston is push-

That the Wash- 
ington administration is alert 'to the possibilities is indi- 
cated by reported representations to Belgium against 
the shipment of arms and ammunition to our neighbor. 


Tiiero are certain factors in the situation that must 


, bo faced frankly. We have many grievances against 


Mexico, and Mexico believes she has reason to bo ag- 
grieved at us. Our commercial and political interests 
are inextricably bound. The present administration be- 
low the Rio Grande is sometimes unable, and apparent- 
ly sometimes unwilling:, to protoct American interests. 
As a result we have long- maintained a, strong patrol at 
tho border, ready for eventualities. 


Three times we have been compelled to put armed 


forces on Mexican soil. We have found It necessary- to 
establish an embargo on the shipment of arms to Mex- 
ico, because of the grave clanger that they might fall 
into the hands of outlaws and revolutionaries. On top 
of all this, and by no means least Important, is the ex- 
clusion of "Mexico from the leag-ue of nations. 


It may prove to have been a serious mistake to bar 


Mr. Carranza's government from the league. 
Regard- 


less of how pro-German or anti-American we may have 
believed his sentiment to be, the effect of Ignoring- him 
may have merely intensified that inclination. 
There 


havo been many reports recently of increased Teuton 
propaganda at his capital. It seems obvious that when 
the league of nations has become a powerful organlza- 
' tion it might be easier to deal with a Mexico in the 
league, than with a Mexico outside the league.. 


There is an ominous suggestion of this possibility in 


our ability to protest to Spain, over alleged shipment of 
arms to Mr. Carranza, because that country was not a 
•party to the international arms convention. To Bel- 
plum. which signed this instrument, wo might present 
our case confidently. 


People who think that a war with Mexico would be 


a minor campaign are particularly representative of a 
blind chauvinism. 
To attempt to subdue millions of 


people, skilled in guerilla warfare, over vast stretches 
of desert, would take a deplorable toll. 
And such is 


tno disorganized state of the world that -we would be 
fortunate to escape foreign entanglements. The Amer- 
ican people do not want war with Mexico, or with any 
other country. 
But when a nation arms from, head to 


toe it carries a chip on its shoulder.

Mexican authorities as the most im- 
portant held in that country during 
a decade 'ot revolution and bandit- 
ry-

. Angeles, reputed inventor of 
the 
French 75 millimeter gun, which is 
co'nsiclered tho, most efficient piece 
of artillery ordnance ever used, was 
captured by Gen. .Gabino -Olive, 
a 


Carranza leader, at Valleoliva, Chi- 
huahua, Wednesday last. 
Reports 


in circulation along /the border to- 
day were' to tho effect that General 
Angeles would be accused of rebel- 
lion against his government and that 
the death penalty would be sought. 
Many Carranza officials were said to 
favor this disposition of the case as 
a warning to all 
rebel 
chieftains. 


Shortness of time between his cap- 
ture- and the date for the trial was 
pointed to as indicating the possible 
jfate in store for General Angeles. 


Conjecture was rife as to the ef- 


fect o'f the trial. Some authorities in 
El Paso believed his execution would 
be disastrous to the Carranza govern- 
ment in that 
a new 
revolutionary 


movement might follow. 
1 Villa sympathizers here today -were 
outspoHpn with the opinion the ban- 
dit'leader would make- some demon- 
stration over the capture of Angeles. 
Villa was last reported in the. broken 
country southeast of" Ojinarta, Chi- 
huahua, on tho international boun- 
dary gathering his forces for a new 
offensive within the next month. 


General Angeles was a graduate of 
Chapultopec, the military West Point 
of Mexico. . He was sent to Europe 
on military missions by President Di- 
az and

French

books that

used in European and 
new 
wopld 
military schools. 
He was decorated 


with the Legion of Honor 
by 
the 
French government for his work. 


Angeles cast his lot with the Mad- 


ero revolution while still In Europe. 
He returned to' be 
comnmnder of 
Chapultepec. When IVtadero was as- 
sassinated Angeles 
was imprisoned 


but was released by Hu«rta and then 
banished. When Carranza and-Villa 
snlit, Angeles, who had Joined them, 
cast his lot with Villa. He quit the 
latter following Villa's raid on Col- 
umbus, N. M., -which Angeles refused 
to countenance.
